If that suggests a certain single-mindedncss it 
would uot be a misleading impression, for 
behind's Smiths Californian surfers’ looks and 
laid-back manner, there is an impression 1o his 
craft. Even now in winters in South Africa ~ 
which he tries hard not to cal home = he spends 
three hours a day practising against a bowling

There 
would be a certain irony if Smith were to fill a 
place previously occupied by Boycott and 
Gooch, who ruled themselves out of contention 
by playing in South Africa. 3 


Although Smith's voice reveals his origins in 
every syllable, he has met the current 
requirement and says that, whatever might 
happen in cricket's volatile political climate, he 
is committed to a future in England, where he 
has now bougnt a house. “I had always set my 
sights on coming to England”, ùe said. “I always 
wanted to play county cricket. I Ike ving in the 
country and I made a commitment to England 
in 198Û and I will never go baçk on it.” 


Acclaimed 

If there is already embarrassment since, Allan 
Lamb, another South African, is a çurrent 
member of the team, the problem may be 
exacerbated in two years" time.

„Morse Pip is my selection to

Woodman first told me that 
Morse Pip would be just the 
type to win the Stewards Cup 
back in May. When 1 reminded 
him of that conversation yester- 
day and inquired how his 
Stewards” Cup runner was, he

Woodman’s message that 
Morse Pip was alive and kicking 
rang out loud and clear: “I have 
had this race in mind for him all 
season and I am convinced that 
we now have him at his peak at 
precisely the right time”.
